AMMAN. April 2 (APj — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat and Jordan's Ring Hussein met Satur- 
day in a h3hop palace to the fate of 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s Mideasr 
p>eace plan. 

Hussein, described by diplomats as anxious 
to get a peace initiative moving but in need of 
a PLO mandate to join, met Arafat with the 
traditional Arab embrace and kisses on the 
stejK of A]-Nadwa Palace in the Jordanian 
capital. 

Two and a half hours later, however, 
Arafat left the yellow limestone palace in a 
limousine for his govemment guesthouse 
looking grim-iaced. Neither Jorctenian offi- 
cials nor PLO spokesmen offered any com- 
ment on the outcome of the taiw 

PLO official Ahmad Sidki AJ-Dajani indi- 
cated to waiting reporters that more tall« 
might take place but refused furbter corn- 
meat. 

Diplomats had expected the talks which 
included 16 members of a joint PLO- 
Jordaniao aegotiating committee to last at 
least five hours. 

The key agenda hem was Reagan’s Sept 1 
proposals for an overall Middle East settle- 
ment The plan calk for setf-govemment on 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank and in the 
Gaza Strip in “association with Jordan.” 

Palace spokesman Fuad Ayyub told repor- 
ters before the talks began that no statement 
was expected afterward and that he had no 
informatioa on future sessions. 

In Kuwait Arafot’s security chief in the 
Fateh group was quoted by the independent 
Al •Atibaa newsapper as saying the two lead- 
ers meeting in Airunan “should lock the baO 
back into the American field .. by declaring 
that they will honor only the Arab summit 
frian.” 

“It is unthinkable that the Arabs will 
endorse the Reagan proposals and retreat 
from the Fez plan Salah Khalaf, better 
known as Abu lyad, was quoted as saying in 
the interview. 

The Fez plan was agreed on last fall by an 
Arab sumnut in Morocco and calls for crea- 
tion of an independent Palestinian state with 
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Hossem Ara^ 

Jerusalem as its capital. 

In a speech in January, King Hussein indi- 
cated that by the end of Mardi he would 
rignal whether he would be willing to take 
such a step. 

Western diplomats and Jordaniao officials 
have indicated that it would be too risky for 
Hussein to attempt such a move without the 
endorsement of Arafat

Move to ease 
pullout snags 

BEIRUT, April 2 (R) — Lebanese and 
Israeli negotiators are (hscussing joint inspec- 
tion tours of South Lebanon as a way to break 
the deadlock in talks on an Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 

But statements by officials of the two coun- 
tries show that both sides have diftering 
interpretations of ibe proposal and still disag- 
ree on the future role in South Lebanon of 
Maj. Saad Haddad and his Israeli-sponsored 
militia. 

Disputes over what securhy measures 
should be taken in South Lebanon to prevent 
Palestinian commandos returning to the area 
has been blocking agreement on an Israeli 
withdrawal for several weeks. 

Lebanese miUtary sources said the plan 
was for a Lebanese-lsraeli-U.S. joint com- 
mittee based inside Lebanon. Its Lebanese 
and Israeli membeis would tout the south in 
Lebanese vehicles to inspect anti-infrltratioa 
measures being taken by the Lebanese Army. 

They said that Lebanese. Israeli and U.S. 
teams at ibe three-month-old talks on the 
withdrawal of forces from Lebanon were also 
discussing the creation of two Lebanere 
Army brigades that would have sprcial 
responsibility for ihe south. 


Iran to attend 
crisis parleys 

on oil slick 

BAHRAIN, April 2 (R) — Iranian Deputy 
Prime Minister hfixza Taberi wiH attend crisis 
talks next week on a Gulf oQ slick which has 
begun polluting the beaches of Qatar, the 
Iranian ambassador to Kuwah said Saturday. 

Ambassador Ali Shams Aide Irani told 
Reuters by telephone that Taberi, bead of 
Iran’s environmental protection agen^, 
would take part in a high-level meeting in 
Kuwait on fighting the slick, caused by oil 
gushing from damaged Iranian wells. 

But there was no word if Iraq would attend. 
Eoviionmental experts are sclreduled to bold 
preparatory talks on Monday in Bahrain. 

As the oil to hit the Arabian peninsula 

side of the Gulf begin washing ashore in 
Qatar, local press reports said a U.S. space 
shuttle being launebed on Monday wonld be 
used to flash pictures of the poDution to the 
region's governments. 

A senior Qatari environmental officaai, 
Hajar Ahmad Hajar, told Reuters in Doha 
that small, thin patches from the slick came 
ashore on the state's uortbeast coast and 
larger patches were only 10 kilometers from 
land. 

An estimated 250,000 barrels of thick, 
black oil pouring two damaged wells in Iran's 
Nowruz oilfield at the bead of the Gnlf has 
created a stick covering about 7,500 square 
mites dotted over almost half the waterway 
and edging south. 

Fear of Iraqi raids on the wells — one 
damaged accidentally by a ship and the other 
reportedly hit by Iraqi fire — has prevented 
experts moving in to cap the flow of some 
7,000 barrels daDy, industiy experts say. 

The Gulf states have taken emergency 
measures to protect vital power and desalina- 
tk>u plants. But experts have warned tbat the 
pollution win severely barm marine life. 

Helicopters make daily leconnaissaDoe 
patrols over the Gulf and photograpte from 
weather satellites plot tbe slick's slow prog- 
ress toward the Straits of Hormuz, gateway to 
the Gulf.

h) tbe United States, Farouk AI-Baz, as say- 
mg that a-U.S. space shuttle to be launched on 
Monday would also monitor the slick. 


Soviets seek to normalize China ties 


MOSCOW. April 2 (AP) — Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister An^i Gromyko said Saturday 
the Soriet Union wants to normalize rela- 
tions witb China but has yet to agree on major 
differences between the two countries. 

Gromyko said current talks between Pek- 
ing and Moscow “have not yet reached a 
stage justifying any defuiite conclusions 
especially on major issues.” 

Moscow and Peking began a second round 
of talks to normalize relations last month in 
tbe Soviet Capital. Tbe first session was held 
in Peking last October. 

Chinese Deputy Foreign Minister Qian 
Qkben said after the tidks that a third round 


would be held in Peking, but he would not say 
when. DiplomBtic sources in Moscow say it 
appears little has been achieved so far. 

Answering a question from an Indian cor-

•*7 ence in Moscow, Gromyko said “tbe atmos- 

• pbereaitbese cbnsultations was on the whole 
normal.** 

“We consider it a good thing that they (tbe 
talks) are held and will continue.” “We shall 
see wbai will happen later on,'* be added. 
**We are for normal relations witb China.” 

Gromyko's statement was one of the most 
cautious Soviet assessments of Sioo-Soviet 
relations since tbe bilateral consultations 
began last year.

MOSCOW, April 2 (AP) — Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko on Satur- 
day rejected U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s 
latest proposal on limiting onclear missito in 
Europe as “onacceptable on all counts.’* 

Gromyko, in a two-bour press ooo&xence 
for Soviet and foreign reporters in Moscow, 
delivered tbe first c&dal Kremlin response 
to Reagan's proposal 

Despite bis rejectioD of tbe proposal 
Gromyko said tbe Soviet Umon was v^ng 
to continue tbe medium-range nuclear 
weapons limitation talks in Geneva, and 
wants better relations with America. 

However, he said the tallra could be 
endangered if NATO went ahead with tbe 
planned deploymentof 572 new U.S. missiles 

Disappointing, 
NATO says 

BRUSSELS, April 2 (Agencies) — 
NATO officials describe Saturday’s 
Soviet rejection of President Ron^ 
Reagan’s proposal for an interim nuclear 
arms limi^on agreement as disappoint- 
ing but not necesarfly the last w(^. 

They said it was still too early to gauge 
whether the Soviet reaction, gjven by 
Fore^ Mimster Andrei Grra^ko in 
Moscow, was aimed at Western public 
opinion or reflected tbe full thinking of tbe 
^emlin. 

Tike officials said tbe acid test for Soviet 
response to tbe U.S. plan would come 
when tbe missile talks in Geneva recon- 
vened after the Easter recess. “The tough 
rejection is rather disappointing but I 
dito’t think we should necessarily con- 
clude that this is the last word,*' said one 
official, who declined to be named. 

In Bonn West German Foreign Minis- 
ter Hans-Dietrich Genscher Saturday 
described Soviet leadership's response to 
latest U.S. initiatives on Euromi^es as 
“disappointingT to all those who .want to 
see pr o gr eas toward disamuanent. 
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in Europe starting late this year. 

Tf new U.S. missiles are deployed in 
Europe, be said,“there canbe no doubt, no 
doubt on anyone’s minds that tbe So^t 
Union wiD take tbe appropriate steps.*' 
Reagan on Wednes^y offered a substan- 
tial reduction in stationing tbe Pershing 2 
and Cruise missiles if the Soviets reduced the 
number of warheads on its comparable mis- 
siles worldwide. 

Tbe president suggested a “ceflingl’’ on tbe 
number of warheads — without proposing 
figures — as an interim solution to break tbe 
impasse in tbe Geneva talks. 

The final U.S. goal Raa^n said, is the 
elimination^f aD medinm-r aage unmi les in 
Europe. “It is unac- 
ceptable on all 
counts,” Gromyko 
said of tbe Reagan 
proposal. The United 
States earlier bad 
offered to forgo 
deployment of tbe 
new N ATO missiles if 
Moscow dismantled 
all its missiles. Grom^o 
Tbe press conference, tbe first Gromyko 
has given in Moscow in nearly four years, was 
televised live and carried ^ Soviet radio. 
Gromyko, 73, stood throughout, and spoke 
in Russian through an interpreter. 

Among the reasons Gromyko gave for 
rejecting the U.S. proposal was that it would 
prevent the Soviets from moving their 
medium-range missiles stationed in Eorope 
to Soviet Asia, as tbe Soviets have said they 
are prepared to do. 

“ It is well known what kind of ring of milit- 
ary bases sturounds Ibe Soviet Union” in 
Asia, Gromyko said. He said Reagan's claims 
that an interim agreement would boost 
chances for a final agreement “is a wrong 
assertion.”

WYADH, April 2 (SPA) ■— A new tariff 
has been fixed for private hospitals 
throughout Saudi Arabia, according to the 
mstructioiis of King Fabd and Crown Prince 
A bdullah , the first deputy premier and 
commander of the National Goaid. 

Acting Health Minister Dr. Gbazi 
■ Algosaibi, who is also the minister of indus- 
try and eJectridty, said that the new tariff 
was publicized by the Health Minisny after 
approval by the Council of Ministers. 

King Fabd and Crown Prince Abdullah 
had ordered that a new tariff be devised to 
strike a balance between public interest and 
that of pri^te sector investors. Dr. 
Algosaibi pointed out. 


According to the new tariff, a suite at a 
first class private hospital will cost SR600. a 
Fmvate roomSR400, a room with two beds 
SR300 per bed, and joint room SH200 per 
bed, with a maximum of four beds. 

Second class hospitals could rent their 
suites for SR400 each, a private room with 
bath for SR300 per bed, a double bed room 
for 5R200 per bed, and a multiple bed room 
for SRI 50 per bed with a maximum of four 
beds. 

For third class hospitals, a private room 
with bed now costs Sl^OO per bed. a room 
whb two beds and a bathrMm SR150 per 
bed, and a joint room whh a maximum of 
four beds with a bathroom SRI 00 per bed.

Dairy committee

RTYADH, April 2 — King Fahd has 
ordered die establishment of a committee to 
prepare specific rules for the functioning of 
all dairy plants in Saudi Arabia, AI -Nadwa 
reported. 

The committee is made up of tbe Interior, 
Ministry; the Iv^stry of Agriculture and 
Water, the Health hGnutry; &e Commerce 
Ministry and the Ministry of Munidpal and 
Rural Affairs. 


Among other things, the committee will 
decide on the sanctions to be imposed on 
daily plants that do not observe s^ety and 
pubUc health precepts. Ihe penalties are 
designed to ensure foe safety of foe daily 
products for the emsumer by combating 
fraud. 


RIYADH. April 2 (SPA) — Fifteen 
research projects have .been evaluated, 
approved and piorided with finand^ asas- 
tance amounth^ to SR4.2 million by tbe Col- 
lege of Medicine Research Center (CMRC) 
of King Saud Universtiy during 1982, 
CMRCs fifth annual report said here. 

The report said tbe projects covered the 
fields of physiology, anatomy, medidne, 
pathology, p^'airies, suigeiy and phar- 
macology. 

Tbe center, set up in 1977. has three major 
objectives as follows: 

1 — To carry out applied clinical and 
epidemiologicaJ research on tbe national 
health and medical protdems. 

2 — To contribute to medical education 
development by organizing research semi- 
nars and workshops in order to enlarge the 
scope of learning expeiieiice of medical stu- 
dents. 

3 ^ To encourage and facilitate research 
by faculty memb^ sem'or and graduate stu- 
efents by providing technical and finandal 
assistance. 

The report said CMRCs developmental 
process during its fifth year, spedfic^y with 
respect to research activities, had been scien- 
tifically quite encouraging. 

Tbe report said tbe center had been con- 
tinuing its cooperation with intmnationai 
universities and research centers. 

In July 1982, CMRC offidals visited vari- 
ous American universities and research cen- 
ters, namely Cornell Medical Center, tbe 
National Institute of H^tb and Colorado 
Health Sciences Center, tbe report added. 

It said the offidals also visited some Euro- 
pean centers to see leseaicb facilities, to 
know about tbeir activities and progress and 
to discuss cooperation with CMRC.

TEL AVIV, April 2 (AFP) — Youths 
brandishing tbe Palestinian flag hurled stones 
at Israeli vehicles in the West Bank city of 
Hebron Saturday, Palestinian sources said, 
while students at a number of schools in 
occupied Jcnisalsm staged a strike. 

The students in East Jerusalem called the 
strike following tbe collapse Friday night of 
the minaret of the Hassan Beik Mosque in 
Jaffa near Tel Aviv, which they said was the 
work of Israeli extremists.

Moreover, Iraq said Tuesday in a com- 
munique that its anti-aircraft guns had shot 
down an Iranian plane in Al-Chib, three 
Idlometers southwest of Baghdad.

GhaU feels Israel

CAIRO, April 2 (R) ^ E^pt, frustrated 
by lack of movement toward overall Middle 
peace, stfll hopes Israel can be per- 
suaded to modify its hard-line stance in time 
for solid progress this year, an Hgrptian 
leader said Saturday. 

The hope rests on Jordan and the Palesti- 
nian leadership joining tbe peace process in 
time to stimulate the United States into 
renewed action, said Dr. Boutros Gbali, 
minister of state for foreign affairs. 

In an interview with Reuters he restated 
Egypt’s fear that peace moves might berome 
stall^ by the onset of campaigning this year 
for the U.S. presidential election in 1984. 

He said an essential preiequisire for real 
peace negotiation was progress on with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from Lebanon and 
participation in talks by Jordan and tbe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO). 

He went on: “The U.S. position is that if 
Jordan and tbe Palestinians announced par- 
ticipation in tbe peace process then this 
would encourage Washin^ou to do some- 
thing. It also would encourage Jewish organ- 
izations in the United States. In turn this 
would reinforce the position of moderates fn 
IsraeL And it would dmunSb foe role and 
importance of the radicals. 

“If you add all these elements there would 
still be a chance of takeofL” 

Dr. Gbali, speaking four years after tbe 
siting of Egypt's peace treaty with IsraeL 
said there was “great frustration'* in Egypt at 
lack of progress toward a comprehensive 
Middle East settlement. 

“Our purpose was never a partial peace 
just between Israel and Egypt,” he sa& 

Ghali reaffirmed Egyptian support for 
President Reagan's Middle East peace p lan. 
Ibis called for Palestinian self-government in 
conjunction with Jordan in the occupied 
West Bank and in Gaza. 

“We are continually in contact with tbe 
Palestinians, constantly urging that no Hni e 
should be hist, Gbali said. 

“If tbe United States cannot tackle the 
problem this year how could it be expected to 
do so next year with an elecdoD on. This 
would mean the problems would be deferred 
until 198S and, in the case of a new president, 
until mid-1985.”

2 (AP) — A grand jury refused to indict a 
79-year-old man after hearing him lefi how 
he fired a buOet into tbe head of his beloved 
wife, who had suffered from a hopeless 
brain tosease that turned her into a helpless, 
howling animal. 

‘T was afraid I missed or something and 
only hurt her,” Hans Florian, a retired 
butter, testified about the day he killed 
Jttoaiitta. his wife of 33 years. On Thursday, 
a grand jury refused to indict him for any 
wroDgdctoig. 

The 62-year-old woman was a rictim of 
Alzheimer’s disease. “He bad a wife who 
was a living body wito no nund," said 
JFlorian’s lawyer, Jon Gutmadier. 


Florian was found, pistol in hand, stand- 
ing over his fatally wounded wife (M March 
18 in a stairweD of Hollywood Memorial 
Horoi^ us she slumped in her wfaeeldiaxr, 
shot in the right tenqrle. 

The German-born imnugrant said he 
could no longer bear to see 'her suffering. 
Her mind had started unraveling in toe lam 
1970s. “First, she started panidcing 
whenever he would st^ away from her, 
wanting to know where he was,” Gut- 
maefaer said. “Then her handwriting 
declined. Within a few montos, she couldn’t 
write at all. Then she couldn't drive; she’d 
drift into toe onc pitiing lane.” 

As toe tosease ravaged her brain, Florian 
and his son by a first marriage, Ralph,

batoed J ohanna^ pried open her mouth at 
feeding time, woke to her screams, picked 
her up when she stumbled, and changed her 
cloths five or six times a day as she soiled 
them. 

For most of the past two years, friends 
said, Mrs. Florian screamed constantly, 
botiing unless heavily drugged. She would 
only utter two words — the German words 
for “fire” and “pain.” 

After she fell and hurt herself, she was 
put in a nursing home — which eventually 
refused to keep her. On March 8, Florian 
took her to HoDywood MemoriaL 

Ten days later, IHorian made his final 
viat, taking aloDg a 38-cafibeTTevolver he 
bought two years ago. He never contested 


the police versioD of events — toat he lifted 
his wife from bed, wheeled her into a stair- 
well and put a bitoet into her brain. 

After Thursdays grand jury decisiott, 
Gutmaefaer said Florian’s own secret tes- 
timony to toe panel had appaientiy con- 
vinced jurors toe killing was one of mercy. 
Prosecutors said they would drop toe case.

Sant Harchand Singh Longowal. pres- 
ident of the Sikh Akali Party, Friday night 
urged a peaceful protest to keep cars from 
moving, and asked the public not to travel 
that day. Bui police, ordered to keep roads 
open, fear confrontations and federal police 
reinforcements have been sent to the state.

Americans promote OrweB 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) — Dead 
for 33 years. British writer George Orwell 
was put forward Friday as a U.S. presidential 
candidate in 1984. the year he made into a 
legend. 

Undererred by the fact rheir candidate is 
neither alive nor an .American. Richard, Ste- 
ven and Jay Silverman told a news conference 
they were promoting his candidacy in the 
hope of generating a few laughs and a little 
money. 

“ Are you in this for money, comic relief or 
to make a statement against the govern- 
ment?'' a reporter asked 29-year-old Jay Sil- 
verman. press secretary for the Orwell 
National Committee. “Yes, yes and probably 
no," replied Silverman. 

Displayed to the right of the podium in the 
east room of the .Mayflower Hotel were 1984 
calendars. T-shirts, mugs and buttons. “Big 
brother is watching you." was wrinen on each 
of the Orwell souvenirs. 

Orwell's novel 1984 published in 1945, 
portrayed a totalitarian society in which all 
citizens were under constant surveillance. It 
made “big brother" and “Orwellian" terms 
for excessive governmental intrusion in pri- 
vate lives. 

1984 has remained enormously popular 
long after Orwell's death. But for most of its 
earlv readers, the year was comfortably 


remote. 

George Orwell was a pen name._ The 
author's real name was Eric Arthur Blair and 
he was born in 1903 in India, the son of a 
British civil servanL He died in London in 
1950. 

In declaring the Orwell candidacy. Jay Su- 
verman called it “ an avenue for humor during 
the very long presidential election process. 
April Fool’s Day seems an appropriate date 
to announce OrwelTs candidacy." 

The Orwell press secretary was vague 
about future plans for the candidacy but said, 
“we plan on doing some things across the 
country.” 

As for the commercial side of the cam- 
paign, he said the initial investment “runs 
into the thousands" and they hoped that the 
merchandizing efforts would “cover our 

costs.” . 

He later conceded they dreamed of exploit- 
ing Orweir s memory for even ^eater profits. 
Silverman said OrwelTs publisher bad con- 
tacted them and indicated no objections to 
their efiort. 

He also conceded that Orwell entered the 
presidential campaign with two severe hand- 
icaps: “ No. 1 , our candidate is dead. No. 2, he 
wasn't a native bom American." The U.S. 
constitution sjMcifies that a president must be 
born a U.S. citizen.

HERMISTON. Oregon, April 2 (AP) — 
Three-tenths of a gram of the deadliest nerve 
gas stored at the Umatilla Army depot was 
. sp illed in-a laboratory but caused no injuries, 
Army spokeswoman-said. 

Five persons were working in the laborat- 
oiy at the time of Thursday s spill. “There 
were no apparent injuries or exposure due to 
the incident," said Susie Voss, a spokeswo- 
man at the Tooele, Utah, Arniy depot, which 
supervises work at the UmatiUa depot. 

Work inside the mobile laboratory was 
suspended pending an investigation of the 
spill, and there was no indication how lone 
the work would be suspended. 

Army ofiicjals say one-fiftieth of a drop of 
VX on a person's skin can kill within four 
minutes.

That stzoug idea is the multiplicity of 
origins tor meteorites. Until a few years ago, 
most scientists held that these stony frag- 
ments came from only a sin^ source: the 
asteroids (aod periiaps comets) formed at the 
time of the solm system’s birth some 4.6 bQ- 
lion years ago. 

But when sdentists dated the age of some 
meteorites of a patticular type, disoo- 
'veredtheserocksbiadciystaii^&omainol- 
. ten pool axoand 1 3 bilUon years ago, gjve or 
take a few hundred million years. If the single 
soorce theory was correct, this meant that the 
asteroids had to have remained molten for 
more than 3 billion years before cooling, crys- 
talizing and feDuig to earth as meteorites. 
This, the sdentists conduded, was dearly 
impossible. 

Where then did these Johrmy-come-lately 
rocks come from? Both tte Moon and Mars 
seemed likely candidates, but no (me knew 
what a martian lock locked Idee cbemimdly or 
mineTologicaJly. And while scientists did 
know what a moon rock looks like — fhankK 
to the more than 800 pounds of samples 
bion^t back byApaOa astronaut crews ~ an 
unmistakably lunar meteorite bad yet to turn 
up here on earth. 

Antarctica, however, is an incredibly rich 
load of raw material. Large numbm of 
meteorites have been found there in the last 
few years and just last year, a tiny golf-bafl 
sized meteorite weighii^ a little more than an 
ounce was picked up by an American team 
and returned to the United States. 

Even to the men who first found it on the 
ice, Ursula B. Marvin of the Harvard- 
Snuthsoniaa Center for Astrophysics in 
Cambridge, told the conference, h was obvi- 
ous that this rock — designated A&an Hills 
81-005 — was quite dif^ent 

As speaker after speaker made dear dur- 
ing a special session devoted entirely to 81- 
005, tte meteorite could, only have been 
sprung from the Moon. Its ebenneal makeup, 
hs propoTtk^ of various trace efements and 
gasses, and its crystalline structure are all so 
modi like moon rocks that it is impossible to

Welsh cave yields rare human finds 


LONDON (LPS) — An aichaeologicai 
fed Dr. Stephen Green of the 
National Museum of Wales has discovered in 
a Welsh cave a fragment of a chiUf s jaw that 
is characteristic of early Neanderthal man. 

The jaw remnant, containing one milk 
tooth and the first mc^, was jud^ to have 
come from a child eight to nine years old aod 
the m(dar showed the same enlargement of 
the pulp cavity as an adult tootb di^vered in 
the same cave two years ago. The remains 
^)pear to be similar to those found at other 
fe^us arcbaeofogjeal rites elsewhere in 
Europe. 

Pontnewydd Cave near St Asaph, Owyd, 
where the &ds were made, is one of only two 
UJC. sites deemed of great archaeological 
hnportanoe through be^g able to produce 
pi^odem man remains accompani^ by a 
variety of his tools and artifects. 

Uranhim-tborhim dating, on a stalagmitic 
floor which had gnrwn on the surface of the 
layer oontanung the buman find, has oon- 
fiiWd an antiquity of at least 200,000 years 
for the h uman occupation of the site. This 
dating program is being undertaken by a 
team fr(Mn the U.K. Atomic Energy Author- 
ity’s HaiweD reseaicb labOTatozy, fed by Dr. 
Miro Ivanovish of the Geophysical Tracers 
Group. 

Uranium series dating methods have 
proved very useful when applied to stalag- 
mites in caves where fossil bones, teeth and 
shells have been discovered.

by the precipitation of carbonates from local 
gtoundwatexs vriiid) gradnafiy seep tbrongh 
to the cave. The carl^ates contain natural 
uranium isotopes but not tbeir natural decay 
products, wh^ are relatively hnmnhne in 
groundwaters. 

It is thus possible to determine tlie age of 
such carbonate samples by measuring the 
diseqmlibrium between these “dan^btei” 
nuclides, which continue to be produced Ity 
imtural decay, and their Ee^>ective parents. 
The presence of two independent decay 
schemes provides an “interm^* dbeck on the 
aocuncy of the measurements, and ^ves con- 
fidence that the radfoooclide system has not 
been contaminated from other sources. 

Study on cervix cancer 

LONDON (L^): The possible relation- 
ship between g^tal herpes auod cancer of the 
cervix is being investipted at Edinburgh 
University’s Medical Scferol in Sootiand. 

Herpes Simplex virus type 2 (HSV-2) 
appears to be on the increase and there is 
some tentative eridence that this virus may 
be a contributmy factor in the devek^nnent 
of cervical cancer. Dr. Isabel Smite from the 
Umverritys bacteriology depar^ent is 
therefore carrying out studies to tescover ti 
any one strain of virus is more likely to be a 
chMtributory jEactor than another. 

In Edinburgh, type One of the virus causes 
a good proportion of tbe cases of genital 
herpes and this particular strain is also 
thought to be a factor in devefopment of 
cancer of tbe cervix. 
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THATCHER AND BBC 

The British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) has 
earned itself and Britain a marvelous reputation for 
good, and relatively objective reporting. For 
decades, it has been one of the most listened to 
semi-independent broadcasting services in the 
world. Even during the recent Falkland War with 
Argentina, it maintained a certain measure of pro- 
fessional detachment that is difficult to match any- 
where.

WASHINGTON — 
The political wisdom in Washington is tiiat 
Ronald Reagan has until Labor Day, at the end ed 
the summer, to make a formal dedaon whether to 
seek a second term as presidenL 
Beyond then — if his answer were to be “no” — 
his Republican Party would have no time for the 
orderiy selection of a substitute and would be 
piling^ into the sort of struggle that rent the 
Democrals so damagjngly in 1980 when Sen. 
Edward Kennedy challenge President .Hmmy Car- 
ter. 

Although ft is a favorite Reagan ploy — dating 
back to his time as governor of Olifornia — to play 
the “ Wn I, won't 1?” game till the last minute, the 
insider betting is now faeavfly that next year, at the 
age of 73, Ronald Reagan take to toe hustings 
on a campaifft which, if succestful, would keep him 
in toe White House until toe eve of his 78to birth- 
day. These days not only does he drop ever more 
frequent dues toe “not walking away from an 
unfinished job" variety, but he is sounding once 
more like be did in 1^0, vrtien he captured toe 
presidency with an affirmation of uncomplicated 
conservatism and anti-oommunism. He is again 
addressing toe potent moral themes that made him 
the darling of mickne America. 

He has tlus month attacked the Kremlin as “toe 
focus of evil in toe modem world": he has rallied 
religious leaders over abortion, prayer in public 


seboofr, parental involvement with promiscuous 
teenagers: he has attacked toe nudear freeze 
movement as “a very daz^erous franiT* : in short, he 
is living up to the battle oy of his natural supporters 
— ’’Let Reagan be Reagan" — assuagng their fears 
that he had become a captive of establishment- 
minded moderaates in his administration. 

The political pressures witiiin the White House 
for him to run again are strong. A preadent, wito his 
vast powers ol patronage, is surrounded by pei^ie 
who owe toeir positioD entirely to him, and who, 
even under anotoer president from toe same party, 
would disappear overnight from their privilege 
and power^ jobs were their president to leave 
c^ce. 

Reagan is certainly being fed toe message tbaL 
were he to step down, his party would fragmenL 
\N^toout doubt, it is true toat there would be a 
struggle for the leadership between toe “pragma- 
tief* vnng — men like Vice President George Bush 
and Senate Majori^ Leader Howard Baker — and 
the heirs to Reagan's supply-ade philosophy, who 
would probably coalesce round Congressman Jack 
Kemp, toe man who fashimed Reaganomics. 

Tlis argument of needing the one man wbo can 
unify toe party was successfully used in 1956 on 
Dwight Eisenhower, who. suffering from heart 
trouble, would have been happy enough to step 
down after cure tenn. Those 9^0 want Reagan to 
xun again have also toe powerful argument that bis 
“revolution" — to take America back to toe 


pioneering, free enterprise values that once made 
the country great, and away from creeping welfar- 
ism — is scarcely complete, never mind secure. 

In any circnmstance these pressures would have 
been strong but probably would have been insuffi- 
cient to propd Reagan into a fortoer White House 
race had the American economy continued to per- 
form as poorly as it did throughout last year. Under 
toose drcumstaaces almost any leading Democrat 
would have stood a good chance unseating 
Reagan, who, by running again, would have foced 
toe possibility of a hnmiliating dismissal from office 
at the polls. 

But there is mnunting evidence toat toere is at 
least a moderate recovery under way — housing 
starts and car sales are up; the White House has 
increased its forecast of economic growth; inflation 
seems tamed at least for the moment; interest rates 
are much down on a 3 rearago; and, altoougb unem- 
ployment remains extr^ely hi^, toe worst is 
probably past 

All of tUs means a dramatic increase in people's 
confidence. A few months ago almost no one felt 
secure, as nightly toe TV news brought stories of 
hard-working, well-qualified people being thrown 
out of work and Into virtual destitution. Now, at 
least all those aitb jobs are breathing a litlie easier, 
and their relief ought soon to be reflected by an 
improvement is Reagan’s populariQ'. 

Probably, toe most important influence on 
Reagan is bis wife. Nancy, who was devastated by

Manila woos Samar Island to counter Communist threat

BORONGAN, Eastern Samar — 

The Philippine government is racing against time 
to redress age-old grievances against toe n^ect 
that had made Samar, the countr/s third largest 
island after Luzon and hfindanao, highly vulnerable 
to Communist propaganda and insurgency. 

On top of the governmeof s agenda for develi^- 
ment of the three Samar provinces is the construc- 
tion and improvement of roads and bridges, irriga- 
tion and water supply systems. The lack or inad^u- 
of these vital iofiustructures is toe most visiUe 
eridenoe cf governmental ne^ect of toe island, par- 
ticularly this province. The grievances are real and, 
as toe peace and order situation in toe island attests, 
cjqilosive. 

The lone highway that links toe three provino^ 
runs along the coastiine of toe iriand, but even this 
cuaimferential road is disjmnted in toe northecn 
section of Samar by vast tracts of lands where roads 
remain to be built. 

A road has yet to be constructed along toe west- 
ern coastiine of Eastern Samar facing l^e pro- 
vince, altooogh plans ctfe afoot to revive a road 
project along coast which had been shelved and 

buried by otiier "priority’ projects. The longest 
jpiand road (f tite island is toe Wright-Taft hi^- 
way, a one-lane gnvel hi^way that disintegrates 
into mud during rainy days. 

The Wrij^t-Taft road, which links Western 
■^awnar and Eastem Samar, cuts across thickly fore- 
sted jungles and has been toe scene of several 
ambuscades on militaiy personnel by New People’s 
Army (NPA), the military arm of toe Communist 
Party of toe Philtypines. But in Eastem Samar 
itself, a new asphalt road is finally under oonstiuc- 
tion after years of haggiing with foreign lendii^ 
uBdeadoos over the economic viabflity of toe pre^ 
jecL 

The World Bank, toe foreign bankroUer of tbe 
project, had hedged on finanang toe undertaking 


because of its low investment possibilities. It finally 
agreed to help finance toe 200-ldIometer projea 
under intensive persuasions by the Philippine gov- 
ernment. Even then, toe World Bank was willing to 
finance only toe coastruction cri a gravel road. 

But Public WcK'ks and Highways Minister Jesus 
S. HipoUto, realizing that a gravel road would only 
exacerbate instead of mollify the Eastem 
Saxnarenos’ pent-up anger over what they perceive 
as the inequilibrium in the distribution cti national 
develc^ment resources among toe three Samar 
provnKcs. decided to upgrade the project to an 
a^faalticcoacrete road. 

HzpoUto argued toat toe additional $6.5 oiillioD 
needed to uj^rade toe Eastem Samar project from 
gravel to asphaltic c on cr e te road was too small an 
investment in the continuing political struggle to 
win toe "hearts and xmnd^’ of the Eastern 
§amareno$. 

Actually, toe additional bill toe government will 
shoulder will amount to only $2.5 nnliion. Hipolito 
had succeeded in coorinciog toe two South Korean 
ccmtiactois undertalriitg toe project to reduce their 
contract price \ry $23 miUion each, leaving the 
government wito an additional burden of only $1 .5 
minion. 

CaiUas is best known in toe country’s construe 
tiofl ohcles as the “mirade builder" for finishing 
such projects of the Fhilippmes First Lady, Mrs. 
Imelda Romualdez Marcos, as the Cultuial Center 
of toePhitippines, the Manila Film Center, toe Folk 
Arts Theater and the Philippine Intemationid Con- 
vention Center m record time. But even if toe cur- 
rent momeotu m of road and bridge coostructioQ in 
toe three Samar provinces were to continue through 
toe next three decades, a number of remote villages 
( Bonwgayf) would remain isolated because of lack 
of roato. 

A study on the tren^iort problem of 30 
municipalities of toe island conducted by the 
Development Coordinating Coandl forLtyte and 
Samar, an inter-agesty group under the office of 


toe presideoi. said that in addition to toe 3,166 
kilometers of various types of roads in toe province, 
2.000 kilometers more of rural roads would have to 
be constructed to link all remote banuigays of the 
three provinces. 

Said toe study: "Based on q>tiniistic assumptions 
and projections, toe aforementioned length (2,0(X) 
kilometers) of proposed roads will be complete in 
30 years." 

In toe face of limited resources, toe inter-agenty 
group has recommended toe launching of toe 
Samar Frontier Riverine Transportation Develop- 
meotProject(SFRTDP) to complement the Aorsii - 
gsy road program of the government Until this day, 
outrigger banaUf motorized riverboats and 
launches remain the chief means to reaching toe 
hinterlands of Samar. 

The islaiTd has 38 rivers with 50 tributaries, aO 
navigable, wito a combined length oi 1308 kilom- 
ters. Of toe 1,122 toiygays covered by toe study, 
304 or 27 percent are situated along toe main high- 
ways, 114 or 10 percent are linked to existing road 
networks, while 505 or 45 percent are dq>endent 
upon navigable rivers as their means of mobility. 

The study noted that “ance most of the crops are 
raised in toe flood plains and fertile valleys along 
navi^ble rivers, 75319 tons or 51.60 percent of 
toe total agricultural products are raised within toe 
influence area of the navigable ^terways.” 

The study said that desirite the current eotyhaas 
on toe ooostnictioo oibanmgoy roads, toe program 
was moving ahead very slof^y because of “inade- 
quate funtong, scarcity of a^r^tes, wide river 
crossings that require long q>ans d costly biictye 
structures, rugged tenain and adverse dimatic con- 
ditions prevailing in the area.” It said that economi- 
cally depressed conditions, as well as the political 
tensi ons gripping the remote upstream villages oi 
toe island, could be attributed mainly "to inadequ- 
ate or absence of a transportation system toat would 
maVtt toe vast underdeveloped interior areas easSy 
accessibie.” 


“These isitoUed inland area^ where duj sb of 
settiemenfr are existing DO a simtival state Q livdi- 
bood, are practically by passed by almost ai if toe 
innovative development programs of toe g vern- 
ment," it added.

Top police officers ousted in Soviet purge

MOSCOW — 

The Soviet press has recently published an 
mmsual number of articles attacking police misbe- 
havior. 

Id toe mountain region of Dagestan ra the 
Caucasus, a number of senior policemen have been 
CT fI r fri from the force and from the party for mis- 
deeds whktii included letting a convicted prisoner 
out of jaiL A simUai purge of police officers has 
been carried out in the B^k Sea town of Odessa 
and criminai charges have been laid against some of 
them. This was announced by none other than toe 
minster of internal afteirs. Vital! Fedorefauk, in an 
article in the weekly newspaper IMaraej Gazette. 

The most far-reaching purge, though, has taken 
place in the farming region of Krasnodar which also 
borders on toe Black Sea. A police captain there has 
just been sentenced to 12 years’ imprisonment for 
taldog bribes of up to $20,000. In the seaside resort 
of Geleod^k. alro in the Krasnodar regfon, almt»t 
the whole of toe top of the militia has been 
removed. They are accused, among other things, of 
dosing their eyes to widespread malpractice in the 
town’s lestaorants and food shops. Nearly 30 per- 
sons working in Gelendzhik's restaurants have had 
criminal charges brought against them. 

People are “jostifiably angered," according to 
toe new^per Sanef Jtassia, “by the bribery and 
robbery which were particuhriy widespread in the 


sea coast towns and m Krasnodar." Tbe paper went 
on to ask why policemen bad turned into crimhials. 
It suggested there was only one answer. A conniv- 
ing and uQdemandiog atmosphere had been 
allowed to grow up in tbe Krasnodar police force. 

But does the blame end with the police? Another 
article in tbe same paper descri b ed at great length 
how officials in tbe Saratov regioa in eastern Euro- 
pean Russia bad abused toeir mfiuence to build 
luxurious couotry bouses on tbe banks of tbe Volga 
at small cost to tbemsel^ Again tbe local police 
bad done ootoing about it

Australia’s ignorant hosts to U.K, bomb

AUCE SPRINGS, Australia (LOS) 

Yami Lester is a blind aboriginal from central 
Aup^a. Thirty years ago, the British tested 
tbeir first primitive atom bombs in the desert 
where be lives. 

He describes what happened, in Alice 
Springs, a generation later, graphically 
enough: it was the common talk of his small 
tribe for long afterward. 

They did not know that the 7 ajn. nimble 
which startled their campsite awake from for 
to the southwest, was called **Operation 
Totem r*. Nor did they know that OcL IS 
1953, was the birthday of the "independent 
deterreof', Britain's first droppable nuclear 
bomb. 

What Lester knows is this; **I looked up 
south and saw this black smoke rolling 
through the mulga. It just came at us through 
the trees like a big, black mist The old people 
started shouting 'Ifs a mamu* (an evil 
spirit)...they dug boles in the sand>dune and 
'Get in here, you iddsi'. We got in and it 
. rolled .over and around us and went away. 
"Eveiyone was vomiting and had diairhea, 
and peof^ were laid out everywhere. Next 
day, peoo|de bad very sore eyes, red with 
tears, and I oonld not open my eyes. I lost my 
g^t in my right eye and could only see a bit 
with my left eye^ 1 lost my left eyesiebt in 
1957. 

"Five days after the black doud ram^ the 
old people stared dying...*’ 

Rumors about the "rolling black misf' 
started to surface in Australia about three 
years ago, when white Australian ex- 
serrioemen involved with the tests began to 
contract cancer, apparently in large numbers. 

Since' then, patterns of cancer and 
leukemia have begun to emerge among Brit' 
isfa ex-serviceinen as weD. Eariier this year, 
the Brifi^ Ministiy of Defense was forced to 
announce what they claim is a full-scale 
healfo " survey among British troops who 
served at the ten-year series of test explo- 
sioas. No one had thought to foDow up tbeir 
health before. 

Now, after a three-month investigatioD 
which ^ taken us thousands of mQes across 
Australia, to trace and interview dozens of 
test survivors, we axe able to document for 
the first time what happened to the 
aborigiiies who were ignorant hosts to Bri- 
tain’s bomb. 

It is an uopfeasant story: 

Abc^gme families were doused with radia- 
tioD from two tests. Totem I and Totem 11 
exploded at Emu Field in 1953. The site was 
thra abandoned. 

Rrmarning aborigines were "rounded up" 
into camps bnntfreds of miles away for the 
neift-Hseria tests, further south at 
w&ot they suffered great misery 
andsd^ disiSfe^tibo.' ■ 

Between 1957 and 1962, aborigines then 
wandered about the unfeoced range, unable 
to read waroing rigns. On at least four ooca- 
sioQS, famiUes were found there, three times 
camping in craters. Hitherto secret Alder- 
mastoD documents show the ground was 
highly raoioactive, for years afterwards. No 
braitb records were kept oa the aborigines, 
who were contaminated with low-level radia- 
tkm. 

It is obt surprising that allegations about 
the "blaA misf ’ did not surface at tbe time. 
The aborigines were scattered, non-English- 
ipeaking; remote and few in number. They 
were also regarded by many Australians as 
subhum^: racism is stiD a strong force in 
' Central Australia. 

On top of this, white Australia was awes- 
truck by tbe top-secret military atmosphere 
of tbe'tests, at the height of the Cold War. 
Australians were lectured by Anglophile 
Prime Mim'ster Sir Robert Menzies, that they 
" most welcome the British program. Over and 

again, ttey were assured it was totally safe, 
even to: the point of suppressing awkward 
I sdentiSc mfonnation. 

^ Ohfy-now, in a different climate, is tbe 
itoiy bmng pieced togettaer, with great diffi- 
culty.

pick up "depositions on the ground". This 
plane, with an Australian crew, they say 
reported only small readings of 18 millirems 
of radiation, in the WaDatina area. 

They calculated that the wind, at a steady 
six knots, blew maximum fallout over the 
aborigines after 14 hours, and gave them a 
maximum theoretical total dose of one rem. 
This compares with the maximum safety dose 
now allowed to the publicof 0.5 rem per year. 

But this single reading must be treated with 
skepticism. The southwest winds in the area, 
meteorological records show, were moist and 
unpredictable. Fall-out clouds often show 
unpredictable gusts and “hot spots". The 
ministry refuses to reveal crucial data about 
the size of the bomb, the height of its tower 
above the ground, and the contents of tbe 
"classified report on fallout from tbe bomb." 

Most important of all, there is already hard 
information that the Australian pilots from 
the tracker squadron concerned had unreli- 
able instruments and suffered badly from 
radiation exposure themselves. 

Laoce Edwards, then a sergeant in a Lin- 
coln bomber, was one of the first to get an 
Australian compensation tribunal award, in 
July 1981. After he told the tribunal that be 
bad piloted tbe plane for 1 Vz hours through 
the Emu cloud without any protective clo- 
thing, and had contracted thyroid cancer six 
years later, they decided to pay out. 

His experience was similar to those of 
Australian pilots and mechanics at Britain's 
first test of a primitive undroppable device in 
1952, on tbe Monte Bello Islands, as well as 
tbe second Totem series inland. 

He said "The plane became so full of 
radioactive dust that the instruments regis- 
tered whether close to the clouds or not" . Tbe 
p lants themselves proved almost impossible 
to decontaminate. 

After 1953, tbe Emu site was abandoned, 
on grounds it was "too remote", and tbe tests 
moved to Maralinga, nearer tbe city of 
Adelaide. 

The aborigines this time were "rounded 
up" in the words of Air Vice Marshal Stewart 
Menual, wbo commanded tbe air task force. 
They were herded into camps on tbe south 
coast of the NuUarbor Plain, at Yalata, quite 
different from the desert county where they 
were able to subsist. They received no com- 
pensation and were not aflowed to return for 
20 years. 

“They had no livelihood," says lawyer 
Toyne, who represents aborigines in cam- 
paigns for land rights: "some took to petrol- 
sniffing. Others fell sick or died." 

Later, in May 1957. tbe Milpuddle fomily 
from Western Australia, were fouud wander- 
ing on the Maralinga range. They were only 
noticed because they approached troops, clad 
ID full protective gear, for water. Kevin 
Woodlands, tbe sapper who found them, 
describes " high" geiger counter readings and 
repeated showers. The British government 
claims that, despite camping overnight on 
contaminated soil, the family only revived a 
minute “estimated" dose of seven millirem. 
Australian lawyers are now looking for tbe 
survivors to check reports of skin cancers. 

Before 1960, another aboriginal family 
was found camping in the crater at Marcoo, 
where a bomb was exploded six feet under- 
ground in 1957. Bany Roberts, an adminis- 
trator with the U.K. Atomic Energy Author- 


ity, heard a description of the incident when 
he arrived at Maralinga. "You coiiid see 
Marcoo from the village like a green smear on 
the horizon. It glowed like an illuminated 
watch." 

In June 1961. a three-ton truck set out 
from Maralinga to rescue yet another 
aborigine femily from tbe old Emu craters, 
where they had been spotted camping. 
Thomas O’ Donovan, a conscript sappier in 
the party, went our again in October, when a 
family were found in a Maralinga crater, 
camping in the shade. He picked up a third 
group in November 1961. 

These are examples from a flood of anec- 
dotes. Troopis were forbidden to write borne, 
according to their service manual about"con- 
tamination of aircraft and eqm'pment... dose 
rates received and levels of contamination to 
which staff or instruments have been sub- 
jected." 

Another faa kept studiously secret to this 
day is that one blast, Tadje in October 1957, 
left fielleis of highly radiactive Cobalt-60 
scattered around the range- Cobalt emits 
piowerftil gamma rays and has a half-life of 
5.3 years. 

The piellets were found 1 2 months after tbe 
blast, and some were collected up by 
Australian troops for return to Britain. In 
1 9M, more were colleaed when tests ended. 
They were buried eight feet underground in 
1 inch thick lead containers along with a 
massively radioactive kilo of plutonium. In 
1967, in a final attempt to clean up the range. 


more pellets were collected and buried at 
Maralinga in lead containers. 

This information is contained in an Atomic 
Weapxms Research Establishment reprort of 
1968, which the Minstxy of Defense refuses 
to release on grounds it is classified. 

The dangers to which the Australian 
aborigines were expxised between 1952 and 
1964 came about through ignorance and 
carelessness. Sdentiscs knew nothing about 
low-level radiation hazards, troop» had only 
rudimentaiy safety instruction, and enors 
were ftequenL 

International safety limits in 1953 were set 
at 1 5 rem per year — three times higher than 
today, for radiation workers. Some British 
soldiers were exposed to up to 30 rem oo the 
ministiy’s own records, which are patchy and 
inadequate. 

Scientists believed there was a safe 
“threshold” below which radiation was com- 
pletely safe. 

Today no radiation exposure is regarded as 
safe. Respiected scientists such as Karl Z. 
Morgan, writing in tbeBuOttuntfAJmmieSei - 
ejtfufr in 1 978, says " If a worker is exprosed to 
as little as one rem, it would be reasonable to 
compiensate him if he gets cancer." 

But catastrophic acddents also regularly 
occurred during tbe atomic program behind a 
heavy doud of secrecy. 

Yami Lester, and b's group of up to 20 
aborigines wbo may have died in tlw after- 
math of Totem 1 are pirobably among the 
most obscure group of victims of the nuclear 
arms race. But they deserve a place in tbe list. 


France fails to prevent 
flow of illegal immigrants

PERPIGNAN. Southern France, (AFP) 
— Tbe clandestine flow of illegal immigrants, 
most of them Aftican, over the Pyrenees and 
across the Spanish-French border is continu- 
ing unabated despite police and customs con- 
trols to stop it. 

More than 2S0 immigrants using this route 
in February and March were arrested, 
together with a dozen mountain guides. 
Many of them came from tbe 7,000-strong 
foreign immigrant community working oo 
Spanish farms between the Costa Brava and 
the Costa del Sol. They include Arabs, Afri- 
cans and Aaans from Algeria, Angola, 
Morocco, Pakistan. Senegal and Zaire. 

Tbe economic recession has forced many 
of them out of their jobs, while tbe new 
Sodalist government in Madrid isopiposedto 
tbe use of clandestine workers and forcing 
employers to get rid of them. 

On Feb. 25 French pxilice and customs 
smashed a major smuggliog ring when they 
arrested a Moroccan national. Muhammad 
Haddou. 39, wbo, they charge, master- 
minded it from his home in Baic^na. 

Haddou, Nicknamed "El Gordo" (the fet 
one) was seized as he was leading 34 immig- 
rants over the border. He has already been 
found guilty by a Fiencfa court of "aiding tbe 
illegal entry of foreigners into the country.” 
Police claim that be is the main oipnizer of 
this clandestine traffic over the Pyrenees. 


But 130 more illegal immigrants have been 
arrested, since his arrest, piroving that there Is 
more than one smugging ring at work. 

One main smuggler is known as "El 
Rubio" (the blond one). His gang opierates 
from Barcelona mam railway station looking 
for immigrants wanting to get to France to 
look for work. "El Rubio” charges an eager 
recruit 14,000 pesetas ($110). 

He waits until he has about a dozen 
would-be immigrants and then chooses a 
"guide” — usually a Spaniard or a natural- 
ized North African — who hires a truck for 
28,000 pesetas ($220) to take the group to 
the trorder. 

The group is taken to the heavily wooded 
Puioerda frontier region, used during tbe 
Civfl War in the late thirties by repubDcans 
fleeing Franco, which leads to paths crossing 
the Pyrenees. 

The group is then guided about 12 kms 
through mountain trails until, if lucky, met by 
a truck on tbe French side. Tbe immigrants 
are then dumped oo tbe oatskiiis of tbe near- 
est small town in the eastern Pyrenees. 

If they are picked up by police, which is 
beomning more and more likely, they are either 
sent back across the border immediately, 
escorted police this time, or charged with 
illegal entry and taken to court where they 
feoe a sentence from one to 12 months. 
"Guide” risks a sentence from six months to 
three years.

BEIRUT, April 2 (AFP) — The Lebanese 
economy is being squeezed between tbe 
Israeli o<xupatioa and the Arab boycott, and 
local businessmen agree tbat “despondency 
has set in following euphoria over tbe autumn 
rise of the Lebanese pound". 

The euphoria took hold after the election 
of a new president, and carried with it tbe 
promise of an early end to the Israeli oecupa- 
tion and reuni&cation of Beirut economic 
recovery with the help of an inflow of private 
investment capital.

foUowed this lead. Experts say there is no 
doubt that tbe main negative factor is politi- 
cal uncertainty caused by the continuing 
Israeli presence and the “economic sanc- 
tions" imposed against Lebanon by Arab 
countries, and particularly Saudi Arabia, in 
response to the occupation.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AFP) — 
Nearly five million cars manufactured by 
the U.S. General Motors giantcould have 
defective back axles, U.S. road sa/eQ' offi- 
cials have warned.

Oil struck off Bombay 

NEW DELHI. April 2 (AP) — India’s 
effort to raise domestic cA production 
received a boost with the discovery of a ridi 
offshore well 95 kilometers southwest of 
Bombay. Energy Minister Shiv Shankar has 
announced. 

The well, drilled to a depth of 1 .950 meters 
(6,435 feet), gushed out oil Thursday at a rate 
of 2,400 barrels a day. Shankar told repor- 
ters. 

“There are two more horizons in this well 
that have yet to be tested.” a government 
press statement said. India has launched a 
large oil coloration program in the area, 
known as Bombay High. So far 27 new struc- 
tures have been drilled in the re^on and hyd- 
rocarbon deposits found it five. 

Refinery to be shut 

LONDON, April 2 (AFP) — The British 
oil company Ultramar announced the forth- 
coming closure of a small refinery at 
Holyrood in Newfoundiand, Canada. 

It has a capadty of 1 5,000 barrels a day but 
last year processed only 6,700 barrels a day. 
The plant was no longer profitable owing to a 
fall in local demand, the firm said. The clos- 
ure is set for June 30.

Meanwhile, the Lebanese have been fa^ 
with paying for invasion d^age estimated at 
1.9 billion pounds, of which 89 million ron- 
cems the industrial sector largely responsible 
for exports. In addition the Lebanese market 
has been flooded by Israeli products. 

Since February, Saudi Arabia and Jordan 
have imposed “restrictions” agamst some

PARIS, April 2 (AP) — Premier Pierre 
Mauroy said Friday his Socialist administra- 
tion has bad to stress austerity over its basic 
polknes because France’s neighbors — “I 
i B^nn above all, Germany*' — were running 
rightist economic policies. 

To underscore bis words, Friday marked 
tbe start of a cherished Socialist scheme, 
optional retirement at age 60 with 70 per- 
cent of the fun pension of a 65-year-oid 
retiree — but also brought government- 
ordered price or tax increases on utilities, 
tobacco, and gasoline. 

Mauroy told tbe weekly news magazine 
L ^Express that tbe rightist governments 
“took all tbe risks on unemployment and so 
risks on inflation, to safeguard their mar- 
kets and the competitivity of their industries 
in getting inflation down to 5 percent, half 
that of France. 

Taking office in May 1981. the French 
and their minority Communist 
partners ‘‘backed growth” to try to stem 
unemployment. ** If everyone had agreed on 
growth, we perhaps wo^dn't be where we 
are today,” Mauroy said. “But here was a 
Jeftist government surrounded by rightist 


government which launched brutal and sav- 
age recessionary policies.” 

Taking power after 23 years of conserva- 
tive rule, tbe French left “would not have 
been credible” ifhhadnot kept its promises 
in the first year, Mauroy said. These

included increasing mandatory vacations 
from four to five weeks, cutting tbe work 
week from 40 to 39 hoursjncreasing 
minimum wages and improving many social 
security payments.

ROME, April 2 (AFP) — Tbe United 
Nations World Food Program (WFP) aid for 
drongbt wctinis in Ethiopia was distributed 
acconting to |das in 1982 and there have 
been oo comf^aints Oat tbe food was 
diverted to other destinatioas, a WFP 
spokesman said here. 

Spokesodan Rifot Alwy, countering reports 
in the London press that drought aid was 
being bartered for Soviet arms or taken by 
tbe Ethiopian army, said that tbe WFP bad 
ejicountered no problems in supervising aid 
distribution. “Development aid distriboted 
by the United Nations in Ethiopia is not being 
divened,” Alwy said. 

The Smdfa^.llMes of London reported this 
week that a substantial quantity of the 
350,000 tons of sent to Et^pian dronght 
victims by the European Economic Com- 
munhy h^ been misused. Some two million 
peopb axe short of food following a year of 
dron^t in the Horn of Africa, particulaily in 
tbe northern provinces of Gont^ and WoUo. 

Tbe WFP distriboted 150,000 tons of 


cereal (wheat, maize and sorghum) in 1982 
under a “food for work' project which bar- 
tered food for labor in recognized develop- 
ment schemes. Aid scheduled for this year is 

130.000 tons. 

In addition, the WFP sent 15,000 tons of 
emergency food aid direct to tbe drought 
areas last year, and tbe same amount is 
expected to be sent again this year. Main 
contributors to tbe WFP emergency aid prog- 
ram for Ethiopia are Canada, which is to 
supply 48,000 tons of wheat this year, Italy, 

10.000 tons of rice, and West Germany, 

3.000 tons of flour. ’Hiis week a 40-con con- 
signment of Swiss dried milk was flown to 
Addis Ababa for onwards overland transport 
to Gondar and Wollo. 

(In Addis Ababa Thursday, the U.N. Chil- 
dren's Fund, UNICEF, announced that it was 
to grant Ethiopia $320,000 to contribute 
toward tbe food transport bill and tbe pur- 
chase of blankets, clotfaing, medicine and 
extra food for children). 


French hoteliers await tourist boom 


PARIS, April 2 (AFP) ~ Inland French 
hotelkeepers are ea^rly getting ready to 
welcome forei^ tourists who wfll be turned 
away this snmmer from coastal resorts jam- 
pad^ as a result of France’ s tough new fore- 

jgn Mehiang e COntTOlS. 

Coastal resorts reported that their tourist 
facilities were, folly booked up even before 
tbe govemmenfs dramatic announcement 
lastl^dayof drastic limitations on tbe money 
that Frei^men can use abroad this year. 
French tourists abroad will be allowed no 
more than $280 each in foreign exchange this 
year, and 1,0()0 francs each for children 
undiM 10. 

Tbe use of private credit cards outside 
France has also been banned for tbe rest of 
the year, although travelers can take an extra 
1,000 francs m French banknotes each time 
ttey leave France. Many foreigners have 
expressed fears that there will be no room for 
tbei^io France — particularly during the 


peak period from July 14 to Aug. 15 — 
because of stay-at-home Frenchmen who 
no longer have the money to holiday abroad. 

But hotelkeepers in such sun-soaked 
inland areas as Alsace (eastern France), 
Bourgogne (central), Dauphine (Alps- 
soutbwest) and Normandy (northwest) 
reported Friday that they would have no 
trouble handling the overflow. 

And the foreign traveler will probably 
notice a lot more German tourists hi France 
this summer than usual. They will be taking 
advantage of the' devaluation of tbe franc 
within the European Monetary System last 
month, which boosted tbe relative value of 
the mark by eight percent. Tourist industry 
experts said that the stay-at-home trend 
started in France last year, when only 1 6 per- 
cent of Frenchmen went abroad for their 
summer holidays, down from 17 percent in 
1981.

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South grows 
much faster 
than North

MADRAS, April 2 (LOS) — There is a 
growing feeling among Third World econom- 
ists, administrators and journalists that inrist- 
ing on global negotiations now would be 
utterly fiitile, given tbe recession in tbe 
developed world. 

The New Delhi nonaligned summit, 
although h called in strident language for 
such negotiations, in effect postponed the 
deadline by two years, to 1985. It said that 
while immediate problems like tbe debt bur- 
den, trade barriers and aid flows could be 
discussed at global talks immediately, tbe 
more fundamental question of giving bor- 
rowers and creditors equal say in the world’s 
financial institutioiis 1^ tbe IMF and tbe 
World Bank might be taken up later. 

Many of the South’s economists consider 
even this too radical. First, there is no institu- 
tion in tbe world in which borrowers dictate 
terms to tbe creditora. Second, the New Delbi 
declaration does not recognize tbe North’s 
urgent need to recover fii^ beyond saying 
that such tecovexy is tied to the survival of tbe 
South. The North’s dependence on the South 
is significant — a sixth of jobs in the United 
States are tied to orders from the developing 
countries — but it is by no means total. Tbe 
South’s dependence on the North is greater, 
with its exf^s, whether industrial or agricul- 
tural, going mainly to tbe Nonfa. 

Experience clearly shows that when tbe 
North is doing well, it has been charitable to 
the South. In the sixties when the North was 
growing annually at 5.1 percent, and tifl tbe 
oil crunch in 1973, it extended several signif- 
icant concessions. 

The IMF and the World Bank were 
restricted to give a greater say, if not equal 
voting power, to the South. The Generalfred 
System of Preferences was introduced in 
GATT. The IMF watered down its condi- 
tionality clauses, tbe compensatory financing 
fadlhy was introduced in 1963 and tbe bu^r 
stock focilhy in 1969. Tbe World Bank 
brought into being the IDA in 1960 for soft 
lending. 

But a change came about in 1971. The 
cartelization (ri oil and tbe oil embargo in 
1973 gave the South an unusual sense of 
power. The nonaligned conclave in Algiers 
cafled for a New Intemational Economic 
Order (NIEO) and tbe U.N. Genera! 
Assembly accepted it at a special session in 
1974. Countries in the South thought that, 
like oil, other commodities could be cartel- 
ized too. UNCTAD IV in Nairobi in 1976 
called for negotiations over commodity 
prices. The South wanted all issues, trade, 
aid, energy and tbe restructuring of financial 
institutions, to be discussed together in global 
negotiations. OPEC lent its support to this 
idM because it did not want the issue of 
energy to be given any special attention. 

An aspect which is generally overlooked in 
the South is that the South, at least in terms of 
Che growth rate, has been consistently doing 
better than the North. In the sixties, the 
South’s growth rate was 5.9 percent as 
against the North’s 5.1 percent. In the seven- 
ties, it was S.l percent against 3.3 percent. 
And according to World Bank projections, 
between 1983 and 1990, the South’s rate of 
growth should be 4.5 percent against the 
North's 2.8 percent. 

In foct, things should look up for tbe South 
from now onwards. Commodity prices, which 
touched a profound low in 1982, have 
recently gone up by between 25 and 300 per- 
cent. Pric»s of wheat and petroleum have 
come down but these are imported by tbe 
South. Interest rates are foiling.

Pound stages sharp rally

JEDDAH, April 2 — There was no trad- 
ing on the major world bourses on Friday 
due to tbe spring break and dealers had 
already been cautious about taking any 
unnecessary positions on the various cur- 
rencies. The Aznerican dollar remains basi- 
cally strong against most currencies with the 
exceptitm of the British pound which made 
a sharp rally after the news that the British 
National Oil Company was proposiag to cut 
North Sea Oil by half of one dollar to $30 a 
barrel 

Tbe exchange markets bad been worry- 
ing that the pound would be put under 
Strong pressure if BNOC bad decided to go 
for a sharper cut which ought have triggered 
a confrontation tmtb OPEC members. As it 
was, tbe pound traded at 1 .4825 levels — up 
from 1.4585 in mid-week and with little 
Bank of England supporL Some dealers feel 
that this temporary euphoria over sterling 
could subside next week as tbe exchanj^ 
markets come to grip with British economic 
reality, as the latest UJC. unemployment 
figures show a sharp rise in February to a 
national average of 14 percent — a record 
postwar rate. Mrs. Thatcher's comment that 
the pound was also undervalued against the 
dollar helped to stalnlize sterling. 

Tbe doHai continues to remain strong, 
however, on interest rate considerations 
with Federal fund prime lending rates 
standing at the 8 %-9 percent levels and 
tbe latest weekty U.S. money supply figures 
showing a $0.4 bfliion rise in the Ml meas- 
uremenL This reverses the previous week’s 
$13 billion foil in the Ml series and seems 
to confirm money market oj^on that the 
“Fed" win continue to maintain a tight 
monetary policy. This is expected to happen 
(,despite some cheerful news firom tbe U.S. 


unemploymeot front, with that statistic 
showing a 0.1 percent fall for the month of 
February to 10.3 percent national leveL 

In tbe closing, weekend Eurodollar 
deposit rates stood at 9 S/16 - 9 7/16 percent 
levels while the one-year rate traded 
around the 9 % - 10 percent levels. Mar- 
ket experts predict a stable to rising U.S. 
dollar interest rate base nest week in 
Europe. 

Tbe bullion markets closed relatively 
mixed with gold showing no obvious trend 
but with silver prices sbwing some modest 
gains to stand at $10.68 an ounce from 
$10.30 an ounce earlier in the week. Gold 
closed at around the $416 ranges but trad- 
ing was volatile and directionless. 

In other currency news, tbe French franc 
closed at a steady 7.2800 level while tbe 
Swiss franc closed at 2.0820 prices. The 

mark come under some speculative selling 
pressure to close at 2.4290 compared to 
2.4300 levels earlier in the week while tbe 
Japanese yen was also mixed at the 239.50 
levels. Talks of a cut in the Japanese dis- 
count rate continues to afiect the Japanese 
currency.

Tin producers’ body aims 
at remunerative prices 


KUALA LUMPUR, April 2 (AFP) — Tbe 
Association of Tin Producing Countries 
(ATPC) to be established soon will have tbe 
“necessary tostitutional and financial provi- 
sion^’ to promote producers’ interests, 
Malaysian Minister of Primary Industries 
Datuk Paul Leong said here Saturday. 

He bad signed .the agreement on forma- 
tion of the ATPC, wi± ministerial represen- 
tatives of six other producing countries 
accounting for 85 percent of the world’s tin 
output, at a specif meeting in London last 
Tuesday. He told a news conference on his 


return here Saturday the association could 
give producers “tbe confidence and tbe 
means to protect their legitimate rights read- 
ily if and when the need arises." 

The ^reement would come into force 60 
days after two-thirds of its members, weigh- 
ted on a production basis, ratified the agree- 
ment signed in London. Tbe countries rep- 
resented at tbe London meeting were 
Malaysia, which accounts for 34.84 percent 
of tbe group's total tin output, Australia 
(7.51 percent), Bolivia (16.10), Indonesia 
(2030). Nigeria (1.39). Thailand (18.29) 
and Zaire (137). 


Poles raise customs duties 


WARSAW, April 2 (AFP) — Poles trying 
to make their life a little more comfortable 
with goods from abroad or those profiteering 
from such goods will be severely hampered 
by tough new customs duties starting on April 
15 . : 

From that date, they will be able to bring 
into the craintiy no more than 10 pairs of 
shoes without paying hefty duties, or 20 
pieces of clothes, 10 kg of linen, five kg of 
coflee or 500 grams of beauty products. 

Uie new duties will indude $173 per kilo 
of coffee and $11.7 per Idlo of chocolate. 
Until DOW, tiiere have been no limits on 
inraorts of industrial or food products, except 
for automobiles. The new controls are appar- 


ently aimed at fitting against speculation in 
goo& tflat can hardly be found locally. 

Some Poles make a thriving buriness out of 
biin^g in such products from abroad and 
seliing tiiem on the blade market Duties on 
automobile imports are also to be raised by 
SO percent. Thus, import duties on an ordi- 
nary car will amcxint to $2323.

Souness' spectacular winner competed a 
memorable eight days for LiverpooL Last 
Saturday they beat Manchester United m a 
thrilling League Cup final at Wembley, and in 
midweek Scottish mternatfonal Kenny Daigl- 
isb was named “Footballer of the Yeaf* by 
his fellow professionals. Welsh striker Ian 
Rush picked up the “Young player of the 
yeai^' trophy and manager Bob Paisley 
received a merit award. 

The musical chairs at the top of the Scottish 
Premier League continues. Glasgow Celtic 
jumped back to the top with a comfortable 
3-0 home win over Motherwell which took 
them onto the 4S-poiat mark, one point 
ahead of Dundee United and Aberdeen. 


Croker unhappy over Mexico playing host 


LONDON, April 2 (AP) — Ted Croker, 
seoretaiy of the Engii^ Foofoall Assocza- 
tzon; Sahirday questiooed Mexico’s oredeo- 
tiak fm* stag^ the 1986 World Cup Soccer 
finals and said this country intended to press 
hsxlaim to host the prestigious tournament 
instead. 

Two days after FIFA, appeared to reject 
^ipfications by the United States and Canada 
^ aimoonang it was pursuing only Mexico’s 
presMtatioo, Croker said m London: “Mex- 
ico does not seem to be the complete answer 
b earing in nund that they staged the World 
Cup recently (1970) and tile economic, heat 
and altitude problems that exist in the coun- 
try.'’ ■ 

“It seems tiiat Mexico has come into the 
running quitereoentiy and I am surprised that 
they are a major contender. 1 feel a lot of 
water will ha^ to flow under the bridge 
before they get the Cup.” 


Croker said that although the English 
FA.’s ruling coundl had not yet discus^ a 
passible bid, it would be an “Urgent item for 
conrideration" at the coundl's next meeting. 

England's manager, Bobby Robson, said 
the choice of Mexico would give the South 
AmericaDS — and espedafly Brazil — an 
unfair advantage. “1 was hoping the United 
States would be hosts." he said. "They would 
have been neutral but Mexico will give Brazil 
a 25 percent start on us. It was hot in Spain 
last summer but Mexico will be even hotter 
and you can’t conquer the altitude." 

British sports writers also denounced FI* 
FA'S dedsioa. Donald Saunders in the Daily 
Tdagr^ called the refusal to consider the 
U.S. apptication “a grave error of judge- 
ment" 

“Stadia, training facilities, accomodation, 
communications and probably even pla^g 
surfaces will be vastly superior in the United 


States*' than Mexico, «4io would become the 
only country ever to stage the finals twice. 

North America’s fade of soccer tradition, 
wrote Saunders. “Would be far lea a hand- 
icap to the application of a true test of ability 
than will be the altitiide o£ so many Mexican 
centers." 

Jeff Powell, writing in tite Daily Mail com- 
mented: “It seems odd that while Colombia 
backed out because they were fearful of their 
economic problems and Brazil were discour- 
aged because of their economic prc^lems 
that troubled Mexico are being pushed 
through as hosts." 

Stuart Jones was e^edally critical ot the 
FIFA dedsion in the prestigious Tima d 
London. “The already crumbling cretSbility 
of die game's worid and domestic authorities 
(has) coUi^sed stiD further. In blatantiy 
ignoring their own guidelines, FIFA’s( Worid 
Orp) committee seem to have taken leave of 
their senses." Jones wrote.

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Cops lend little credence 
to Shergar ransom reports 


DUBLIN, April 2 (AFP) — Irish police 
are treating with a certain amount of skeptic- 
ism claims that a ransom has been paid for the 
return of the missing racehorse Sbergar. 

The claim was made Saturday morning by 
an anonymous telephone caDer who told a 
switchboard operator at RTE. the Irish 
National Radio Station, that Sbergar, who 
has been missing for seven weeks, would be 
released on Tuesday morning, although no 
further details were given. 

Friday night a call to the station warned 
that if a 1.5 million pounds ($1.95 million) 
ransom were not paid Saturday morning, 
then the horse' s severed head would be left in 
Phoenix Park, the largest park in the Irish 
capital 

1110 journalist, who took the call Friday 
night, said the caller had a recognisable Engl- 
ish accent, but tbe operator, who answered 
Saturday morning's (^. said tbe man spoke 
with a shght Irish accent, and said he claimed 
not to have time to be connected with tbe 
station's newsroom. 

Police were uncertain as to tbe autbenticity 
of tbe original call, and a spokesman bad said: 
“We have not been able to confirm that this 
call was genuine and we are bearing in mind 
that Friday was April FooTs Day." 

When tbe deraik of the second call were 
released. Chief Superintendent Jim Murphy, 


who has been leading the hunt for tbe horse 
since its abduction from the Aga Khan's Stud 
Farm inBallymany, County Kildare on Feb. 9, 
said the police were siHI skeptical. 

“We cannot take anything for granted." he 
said, “But it seems a bit ridiculous that a 
ransom should be paid over in the of 

tbe night with just a promise to release the 
horse at an unidentified place on Tuesday." 

Police were keeping a watch on Phoenix 
■ Park, as there is an nnpoiiani race meeting 
there Saturday afternoon, which would pro- 
vide the kidnappers whb an ideal place to 
release Sbergar without attracting attentioD 
as horses from throughout Ireland wiD be 
assembled for tbe meeting. 

Meanwhile, in England, Independent 
Television news claimed proof that Sbergar is 
alive, including a photograph of the horse 
alongside recent copies of French newspap- 
ers, bad secretly been given to tbe owners at 
tbe start of tbe week in Nonbem Ireland. 

Independent radio stations in London are 
also reporting rumors that tbe Aga Khan, 
who owns tbe major stake in tbe English and 
Irish Derby winner, recently witbdi^ large 
sums of mon^ from his banks. Sbergar, who 
is insured for ten million pounds, was set for a 
lucrative stud season befime he was abdneted.

Thai tanks ordered 
to return Viet fire 


NA NGAM, Tbailaady April 2 (AP) — 
Fighting along the Thai-Kampucbean border 
continued Saturday- and the Thai Army 
commander in chief ordered Thai M-41 tanks 
to retaliate against Vietnamese shellings 
from inside Kampuchea. 

Gen. Arthit Kamlang-Ek told a press brief- 
ing at an army base near this boi^T village 
that at least 100 Vietnamese troops cross^ 
into Thailand for one hour Saturday morning 
and engaged in hand-to-hand combat with a 
Thai border patroL 


Halt attacks, 
ASEAN says 


BANGKOK. April 2 (Agencies) — 
Five non-Communist states in Southeast 
Asia called on Vietnam Saturday to halt 
what they described as indisoiminate 
attacks against Kampuchean civflians on 
the Thai border. 

A statement in Bangkok by the Associ- 
ation of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), which groups Singapore, 
Malaysia, Indonesia, the Philippines and 
Thailand, appealed to the international 
community to condemn the attacks. The 
five states said they fully backed Thai- 
land’s right to self-defense by whatever 
means to safeguard its sovereignty and 
integri^. 

Thai officials said some 6,000 Vietnam- 
ese troops were involved in the fighting 
and a si^ar number were on standby. 

In Singapore, Foreign Miniver Suppiah 
Dhanabalan said Vietnam’s strategy was 
to attack civilians rather than guerrillas 
opposed to the Hanoi-backed govern- 
ment in Phnom Penh. Spealdng after talks 
with viriting Kampuchean reristance 
leader Son Sann, Dhanabalan said; “Why 
else would they use tanks against civilians. 
The Vietnamese cannot get the Khmer 
Rouge fighters so they attackthe dvilians. 
This seems to be Vietnam’s strategy.** 

Son Sann. prime minister of the Kam- 
puchean coalition government, which is 
recognized by the United Nations, and 
head of the Khmer People’s Nancmal Ub- 
erarion Front (KPNLF), said Vietnam was 
planning tO attack KPNLF camps at Ban 
Sang-Ae and Noog Saraet to destroy the 
resistance. 

Son Sann urged Vietnam to negotiate a 
solution for Kampuchea, where it has an 
estimated ISO, (KM / 180,000 troops. 

Spealdng on arrival in Singapore from 
Kuala Lumpur for a 24-hour wooing idsit, 
be said that it was in Vietnam’s interests to 
negotiate within the framework of the 
United Nations international conference 
on Kam]7uchea. 


Tamil militants 
bomb Jaffiia hall 


COLOMBO, April 2 (AFP) — Minority 
Tamil militants ^turday bombed district 
administration headquarters in the noctbem 
town of Jafba just before a top-level meefing 
on deteriorating security situation in the 
north, inforraedi sources reported. 

The sources said the nulitants calling them- 
selves the “Liberation Tigers’* Sung home- 
made bombs at tbe headquarters, shattering 
one room and damaging tte main conference 
hall. However, the conference began on 
schedule despite tbe attack, tbe sources in 
Jaffea, nearly 400 kilometers north of here, 
said. It was c^ed by Jaffea's district adminis- 
tntor and attended by parUamentarians, the 
mayor and high-level army and police per- 
sonneU 

Tbe militants also tried to set fire to 35 
vehicles parked in tbe premises, tbe sources 
sakL However, only five of tbe vehicles went 
up in fl^es. Tbe minority Tamils are seeking 
to set up an independent Tamil state because 
of alle^d discrimination by tbe majority 
Sinhala community. Militants are held 
responsible for tbe death of over 30 police 
and army officers and attacks on police sta- 
tioos and banks. 


Malawi leader slain 


HARARE, April 2 (AP) — Zimbabwe 
police suspect a ^utb Aftican-paid assassin 
shot and killed the leader of a Soviet-backed 
Malawi rebel movement in Harare this week, 
tbe government said Saturday. 

“Tbe police view is that this had the stamp 
of South African agents working on behalf of 
the Malawi government,** a government 
spokesman toUthe Associated Press. “South 
Africans have done this sort of thing many 
times before.” 


The body of Attati Mpakati, 50, president 
of Che Socialist League of Malawi baWd in the 
Mozambique capital of Maputo, was found 
Monday, a single bullet wound in his bead, in 
a vacant lot in the capital. He had been mis- 
sing since arriving in Harare from Maputo 
March 23. 


BELGRADE, April 2 (AFP) — Two 
policemen were killed while on patrol early 
Saturday in Dragobilj in Yugoslavia's 
Kosovo province, the Tanjug news agency 
reported. 

The incident came on the second anniver- 
sary of Albanian nationalist riots in Kosovo 
in the spring of 1981, which left at least 11 
persons dead and dozens injured. 


Tbe fi ghtmg came during Vietnam’s latest 
push to wipe out guerrilla zesistanee along the 
border. 

Five Thai soldiers were killed and eight 
wounded in Saturday’s clash, which took 
place three kilometers to the north of the 
former Khmer Rouge guerrilla stronghold of 
Phnom Chat, which Vietnamese forces seized 
Thursday. 

Arthit ordered 11 tanks from the nearer 
base to proceed to tbe border to return fire on 
Vietnamese positions in retaliation against 
Vietnamese artillery rounds falUng on Thai 
territo^. Thai art^ery bad already been 
returning fixe in the previous days. 

“This violates our sovereignty,” Arthit 
said. “We will prepare evidence and fecis for 
our Foreign Ministry to give to tbe United 
Nations,” be told reporters. A senior military 
of^r at tbe base said that over 100 shells 
had landed inside Tfaailaod Saturday by 
mid-afternoon. 

Tbe iocurrion, which took place near tbe 
village of Phnom Pa. was the second reported 
major Thai- Vietnamese clash in two days. 
Another reportedly occurred on the slopes of 
Phnom Chat Friday, when less than 100 Vie- 
tnamese crossed the border for about 20 
minutes. 

A nulftary officer in the Thai frontier town 
of Aranyapratbet said earlier that Vietnam- 
ese forces moved artillery onto tbe captured 
Khmer Rooge stronghold of Phnom Chat 
Friday. Those guns, and three other batteries 
deeper inside Kampuchea, were sbelling 
Khmer Rouge along tbe border, according to 
reports. 

About 3,500 guerrillas were driven out of 
Phnom Chat and in tbe past two days have 
attempted raids on the Vietnamese. 

Meanwhile, Vietnam's offidal Radio 
Hanot blam^ Thai authorities for tbe 
increasing border tension. “There would not 
have been such attacks if the Thai authorities 
did not help Peking to foster and arm Pol Pot 
(Khmer Rouge) remnant troops to oppose 
tbe rerival of the Cambodian people,*’ the 
radio monitored here said.

Assam adds 
16 ministers 


NEW DELHI, April 2 (AFP) - Chief 
Minister Hiteswar Saikia of tbe northeast 
Indian stafo of Assam on Saturday enlarged 
bis cabinet to 29 members by naming 1 6 new 
ministers, the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported. 

A member of Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhfs Congress (I) Party, Saikia was elected 
(ast month in violent elections opposed by tbe 
majority of native Assamese populatkm. 
Between seven and 30 percent of the electo- 
rate went to tbe polls in the various districts. 
Only tbe Congress Party and the Com- 
monisty Party folded candidates in tbe elec- 
tion, which was boycotted by tbe nation’s two 
conservative parties. 

“Tbe task before the govemment is gigan- 
tic and therefore it nee^ wider representa- 
tion,” Saikia declared before tbe swearing- 
in ceremony. In an apparent attempt to 
appease tbe Assamese, the chief minister 
cb^ the new ministers from among tbe 
state’s different ethnic and tribal groups, tbe 
FTl said without farther elaboration. 

An official report in the Assamese capital 
of Gaubati said tbe govemment must relo- 
cate some 230,000 homeless victims of 
inter-oommunity violeoce here that left more 
than 3,000 dead since the beginning of the 
electoi^ campaign in February. Mote than 
1,600 bridges valued at SS milUon were des- 
troyed. 

Assamese natives have demanded the 
explnsion of tbe five millioo Bengalis and 
Nepalese who have migrated to the state 
since 1951 and tbe eUmination of two-and- 
a-balf million of their names from the elec- 
tion rosters. Tbe federal govenuneat has said 
it would expel all those who have arrived 
since 1971.

Deka at Kaiaxa in Kminip district Tbe 
grenade did not explode, police said.

Vaccination ^could have saved^ Lippizaners

VIENNA, April 2 (AFP) — Horse breed- 
ers here and abroad, who have asked not io 
be named, have accused of negligence the 
stud farm where 34 of Austria's world famous 
“Spanish schoor* Lipptzaner white horses 
died from a herpesiype virus. 

The breeders said tbe epidemic, which has 
already been described as a national tragedy 

— killfog 60 percent of the offrpring for 1983 

— could have been avoided if the mans bad 
been vaccinated against the virus, which has 
claimed the lives of six mares and 30 foals at 
the stud farm near tbe south Austrian hamlet 
of Piber. 

Tbe fefflous“daDdttg” Lippizaner stallions 
are the pride of tbe Spanish riding school here 
and a symbol of national prestige, as epitom- 
ized by tbe gift of a superb stallion “Maestoso 
Blanca” to U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
last summer. 

But the stable’s chief veterinax)* surgeon 
Othmar Schmehlicb rejected the criticism. 
“We cacciaate our horses every year against 
iDSueoza. But not against this particular 
virus, because there had never been the sligh- 
test evidence of its presence here,'* be said. 
The Lippizaners whose foals are born black 
aQ over but turn white as they get older, axe 
descendants of a handful of horses imported 
from Spain in the 16th century by Archduke 
Charles II of Hapsburg, hence the name 
Spanish riding school. 

From 1580 on the archduke crossed these 
Spanish horses, at that time regarded as ^m- 
bola of oobOity and aristocrat, with Italian, 
Arab and Berber horses to arrive at today’s 
Lippizans.” Experts believe that io-breediog 
may have resulted in a lack of rerisiance to 
viruses. 

The Lippiza region is dry and harsh, and 
this has given the horses their exceptional 
hardiness, a prerequisite for training at tbe 
Vienna school, which is one of the last stron- 
gholds of classic equestrianism.

U.S. military ^considered’ attack on China 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) — In oue 
of the darkest perils of the Korean War. 
U.S. military l^ders in 1951 weighed the 
movement of 100,000 to 150,000 Chinese 
Nationalist troops from Taiwan to the China 
mainland for an amphibious attack. But the 
sea-lrft which would have lifted restraints on 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek's forces was 
never approved. 


The disclosure was among several hundred 
hitherto secret papers made public by the 
State Department Saturday. Two volumes of 
declassified documents, totaling 2,080 pages, 
pertained to U.S. foreign relations with 
China and Korea in the critical war year of 
1951. 


Gen. Omar Bradley, then chairman of the 
U.S. joint chiefs of staff, reponed to Gen. 
George Maisball, tben secretary of defense, 
io a top secret memo that ...unefi a solution is

Some 32 years later, the major differences 
between Washington and Peking o>er 
Taiwan still exist although the tone has 
changed. State Depanmeni spokesman Alan 
Romberg said this week “both we and the 
Oiinese are aware of issues on which ^ dif- 
fer. Secretary of State George Shultz’ visit to 
(2hina in Februaiy was pan^of our on-going 
effort to promote a more stable and enduring 
relationship, particularlv bv confirming 
common interests and by clarifying positions 
in instances where we differ.”

-French ties strained 


PEKING, April 2 (AFP) -- Only a month 
before Ftesidest Francois Mitterrand is to 
pay an official visit here, the very friture of 
Freneb-Chinese ties has been douded by a 
Fieocb mim'ster’s chaiges of a potenUai 
Chinese threat to Thailand, and by the Cbia- 
eae media's increasingly strident leactioD to 
them. 

The dispute began with statements made a 
week ago by Claude Cbeysson, the French 
external relations minister, in Thailand and 
Vietnam. Most notable among these was a 
remark tfaat“iofiltFatioas (of Thailand) from 
China are nothing new*’, though the ques- 
tions of Vietnam’s mvolvement in Cambodia 
and of French aid to \fotnam are also at 
Issue. 

On Saturday, tbe published 

its second denunciation of Cfaeynon in four 
days. On Wednesday, the Communist Party 
newspaper, without naming fahn directly, 
aocu^ him of advocating Vietnamese 
aggression in Camhivlia. 

Saturday’s article named Cheysson, 
reflecting the newspaper’s irritation at 
Cheysson's ooutention that Thailand bad 
reasons to be wary of China and brought the 
future of Fiencb-Chhiese relations into the 
TOW. Tbe debate began softly enough Tues- 
day, when the New China News Agency 
accused Cbeysson of having mafo '‘con- 
tradictory statement^* on tbe Cambodian 
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issue during his visit to Vietnam. 

That followed Cheysson's mild calls in 
Hanoi for a Vietnamese withdrawal from 
Cambodia. 

However Cheysson had added that “we do 
not want tbe departure of Vietnamese troops 
to result in a repetition of tbe horrors, unpre- 
cedented in history, which were known in the 
days of Pol Pot.” tbe Khmer Rouge leader 
ousted by tbe Vietnamese intervention in 
January 1979. China supports the Khmer 
Rouge, DOW io coalition with Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, as the legitimate Cambodian 
government. 

But tbe People ’s Daify comment was 
directed more at a statement Cbeysson made 
in Bangkok. As recorded by journalists, 
Cbeysson said;“ As you are well aware, infilt- 
rations from China (into Thailand) are 
nothing new.” Tbe Peo^ 's Deify said: “we 
would like to bring the attention of tbe 
French muuster of external relations to this 
point: China and France bave friendly rela- 
tions and tbe two goveronients would like 
them to continue to develop. 

“But Mr. Cheysson should understand that 
these relations of friendship cannot develop 
through attacks and slander.*’ It added: 
“China has no common border with Thai- 
land, so bow could it carry out infiltrations in 
this country? ... Is it to ofler a gift of anti- 
Cbincse propaganda to the Vietnamese 
authorities that Mr. Cheysson made such 
statements, or is it because tbe Sino-Thai 
fiieadship irritates him?” 

Tbe newspaper also brought up Cheysson's 
Statement that a United Nations call for a 
Vietnamese withdrawal from Cambodia bad 
DO “significance,” and termed it “surprising 
and regrettable" that a minister from a per- 
manent member nation of tbe U.N. Security 
Council would offer such an opinion. 

“China has always emer^d greater and 
stronger from insults, intimidations and 
threats, and tbe attacks and slander by Mr. 
Cheysson aie not much for it What worries 
us, however, is the direction in which the 
minister wants to beoceforih orient telations 
between France and China.” 

Tbe harshness of this reaction might be 
explained by China's extreme sensitivity to 
any criticism of its policies in Southeast Asia, 
analysts said. 

Whatever tbe reason, this thinly veiled 
threat that ties might worsen came at a bad 
time. Analysts said Mitterrancf s trip to China 
may be somewhat clouded by the con- 
troversy. Peking and Paris have long held 
diforem views on the means of resolving the 
Cambodian conflict.

This group 
was led by Liu Sbao Chi, and the decision to 
ratervene in Korea was taken without consul- 
tation by the inner clique. The late Chou 
En-lai was not one of the Stalinists.

Tbe third party urged tbe United States to 
withhold condemnation of China in tbe 
United Nations for aggression in Korea.
